1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the member 30 being 
plastic as claimed, must be shown by proper cross hatching in the sectional views of 
Figures 3 and 4, or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too long. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The view of 
Figures 3 and 4 appear to be sectional views not perspective views as described. 
Moreover applicant appears to have used "16" to describe both a chamber and second 
air guiding trench. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Applicant describes and claims member as a "solid pipe" on page 5. 

However Figures 3 and 4 show member 28 as hollow permitting the passage of 
fluid. It isn't clear therefore, how applicant considers member 28 to be "solid". If it was 
solid it doesn't appear that anything would be able to pass through it. , 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the bottom surface" on lines 6 and 7, "said nipple 
bottom 1 in line 1 1 , "said base side" in line 22, "the upper surface" in line 23 and "the 
bottom surface" in line 24. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Furthermore there doesn't appear to be sufficient structure for a mere first outer 
circle to close the bottom surface of the circular base. In like manner there doesn't 
appear to be sufficient structure for a second outer circle to close the first outer circle, 
as claimed in claim 1 . A circle defines nothing more than a shape. It is suggested that 
circular wall would be a more appropriate term for first and second "circle". 

6. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st and 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents who features of applicant's invention.
